Eakes Attending Another Conference 


Student body president Jan 
Eakes will attend the annua! West 
Coast Colleges Association 
meeting this weekend and will 
participate in a student panel 
dealing with the topic of insti- 
tutional identities for ‘State 
Colleges and universities. 

According to Eakes, four stu- 
dent body presidents from 
various colleges, universities 
and junior colleges in California 
will participate. Governor Ronald 
Reagan was scheduled to appear 
and wreet the various represent- 
atives at a luncheon meeting. 

The conference will attempt 
to discover “what kinds of col- 
leges we have and how people 
perceive our colleges.”’ 

This will be the third con- 
ference in three weeks that Eakes 
has attended. On Saturday, Feb- 
ruary 24, he attended a follow 
up conference at San Jose held 
by the California State Colleges 
Student Presidents Association 
that concerned finding the causal 
factors of student unrest. 

The following week, Eakes met 
with state college chancellors 
and attended the Board of 
Trustees meeing. Eakes stated 
that the college presidents have 
set up a research bureau to 
study unrest and that the student 
initiative in this matter is getting 
“fantastic response and all kinds 
of support.”’ 

He added that the chancellors 
had expressed delight in the fact 
that for the first time everyone 
had wanted to work together. 
SSC student Norm Miller is the 
Northern California coordinator 
for the project. 


Eakes said one thing the 
college presidents would do this 
semester is to send out question- 
aires concerning tuition, teach- 
ers’ salaries and publish ail re- 
sponses in a book and distribute 
the book on the college campuses. 
Eakes noted that college students 

omprised a large segment of 
‘ters. 

Eakes also stated ore thing that 
came out of the college presi- 
dents conference this past week- 
end was that the presidents had 
answered Reagan’s challenge of 
student involvement in student 
affairs by cicing that some 1, 027,- 
349 mar hours were officially

from his stand ©! not allowing any 
discriminatory clauses concern- 
ing memberships in club consti- 
tutions. 

At last Wednesday’s meeting 
he postponed the passing of the 
constitution for Sigma Delta Chi, 
a professiona! journalism honor 
fraternity, arguing that it is dis- 
criminatory to keep women from 
the fraternity. Sacramento 
State’s chapter is already recog- 
nized nationally and there is a 
women’s counterpart to the honor 
society, althouzh it is not yet 
established on this campus. 

A week prior to this meeting, 
Schmidt opposed the passing of 
the Arab’s Club constitution be- 
cause it contained a phrase stat- 
ing that all members would be 
subject to approval of an execu- 
tive board. He wanted the clause 


struck from the constitution. The 
issue was tabled until the next 
meeting when a member of the 
Arab Club could be present. 

When the constitution came 
up at this week’s meeting, 
Schmidt held to his previous 
objections. Student Body Vice- 
President Leonard Starks inter- 
vened, saying, ‘‘There’s no need 
to even have clubs if you’re not 
going to have discrimination,” 

Schmidt answered that the 
Senate Should not continue to 
further this discrimination and to 
think of what it would do to the 
campus 20 years from now. 

The Student Senate further 
disgressed on how if member- 
ship were not limited, students 
for a democratic society could 
be infiltrated and then when the 
infiltrators reached a majority, 
SDS could be voted out of exis- 
tance. Or, “what if?’ a passive 
Zionest wanted to join the Arab 
Club. 

As it ended, a clause from 
the KERS Broadcasting Club’s 
constitution, stating that mem- 
bers could be removed by a 
vote of 3/4 of the active mem-

Dear Editor: 

Under the heading, ‘‘Lecturer 
Mawlawi Declares Arab Koots 
and Moral Claim to Palestine 
Undeniable,’’ which was printed 
in the Hornet February 27th, and 
edited by Mrs. Pat Moore, I 
would like to draw attention to 
the fact that Mrs. Moore errone- 
ously reported and for one reason 
or another neglected to report 
what Mr. Mawlawi, the Arab 
Information Center director in 
San Francisco has declared. 


I had a thorough discussion 
with Mr. Mawlawi in his office 
in San Francisco, and he was 
shocked as to the misinterpre- 
tation of his speech by Mrs, 
Moore. 


It will be unfair on my part 
to say that Mrs. Moore did not 
cover a certain percentage of 
what Mr. Mawlawi had covered 
and pointed out to the students 
in his speech. I regret to say 
that Mrs. Moore had completely 
misinterpreted certain main 
points, neglecting to mention 
simple statements, indicating her 
own point of view, such as in my 
opinion... 


For example, Mrs. Moore 
reported that, ‘‘Inacreage, Israel 
is about 2% of the size of Arab 
lands, but they are fertile, pro- 
ductive lands. Israel is hated, 
in part, because the Arabs see 
a successful, modern western 
state.

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BOOK REVIEW

IF THE SUN DIES, by Oriana 
Fallaci 
New York: Atheneum Books, 1966

This is a rather curious and 
wonderful work, neither novel or 
non - fictioi., I like to call it an 
‘‘interpreted documentary.’’ Itis 
the story of the United States’ 
space program, as seen through 
the eyes of an Italian female 
journalist, and retold in terms 
of human values, Set in the for- 
mat of a book-length letter to 
her aging father, it is Miss Fall- 
aci’s eloquent attempt to tell the 
‘*why’’ of man’s yentotravelinto 
space. It is also chronicle of the 
price we pay in human souls. 

‘‘The world has always been 
in the hands of the politicians 
and the technologists,’’ goes one 
line, ‘‘Never in the hands of 
those who write poetry, never 
in the hands of those who pro- 
test. Because they are the only 
peop!« who can explain things.”’ 
That is a summation of the book’s 
theme. For nearly 400 lyrical 
pages, the reader follows Miss 
Fallaci through the dehumaniz- 
ing tangle of electronic gear and 
red tape and metal, watching her 
search for poets, 


‘If the Sun Dies’’ is a tapes- 
try, made up of threads woven 
together to form a beautifully- 
written whole, There is the al- 
mest comical encounter between 
the author and a NASA clinical 
psychologist, and how she flunked 
his association test because she 
had too much imagination, too 
much of the poet in her, I say 
almost comical because it is 
really very tragic; the psycholo- 
gists was very displeased at the 
square peg that would not fit in 
the round hole. 

Throughout the whole of the 
work, it seems that that is many 
times all that NASA is interested 
in: making a man part of an 
efficiently functioning system, a 
sort of organic tape recorder to 
blast to the stars in a metal 
rocket and pich apart upon its 
return, There is no place for the 
individual no piace for the soaring 
spirit, except for the poets who 
resist. 

Perhaps the most striking 
portion of the book is Miss Fal- 
laci’s series of interviews with 
the astronauts, where they take 
on human dimensions and frail- 
ities. We meet the noted Alan 
Shepard, corrupted by fame, 
made arrogant with accomplish- 
ment, turned greedy with ambi- 
tion, like a ‘‘carnivorous plant 
that sucks everything in.”’ 

Miss Fallaci' writes, ‘‘It 
strikes me as a joke, Command- 
er, to think that one day the grand- 
children of our grandchidren will 
speak of you as a romantic hero 
and maybe your name will be 
given to mountain, @ plain, a 
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desert on the Moonor Mars, ,. 
Perhaps we should never look 
closely at heroes, Heroes... 
are like paintings: to appreciate 
them, you must look at them 
from a distance,”’ 

Then, too, we meet Roger 
Jaffee, almost too two-dimen- 
sional to be believed: a flat, 
unimaginative Mr, Spock whose 
soul is but a outgrowth of the Es- 
tablishment; the astonishing Pete 
Conrad, a crazy, irrepressible 
individualist and poet who had 
no use for the Establishment and 
the pathetic Richard Gordon, a 
man with bureaucrats to desire 
a@ square peg to fi in a round 
hole and to hell with the corners. 
Gordon always says ‘‘we,’’ ‘‘Oh, 
forget the team!”’ cries Oriana, 
And Gordon replies, ‘‘I can’t, I 
must not. We’re a team, What 
do vou have against teams?’’ 

Gordon, it is evident, could 
never understand, But Theodore 
Freeman did, One of the cardinal 


threads in the story is Miss 
Fallaci’s great affection for 
Freeman, who she calls her 


brother — the greatest poet of 
all of them, the freest spirit. 
And it is here that the real 
tragedy lies: ‘‘If the Sun Dies’’ 
climaxes with the 1964 jet crash 
that took Freeman’s life and 
snuffed out his sou! betore it 
ever had a chance to fly among 
the stars. It is well, perhaps, 
that Conrad, who was Oriana’s 
other brother albiet a younger 
one, reached Freeman first, 
where he fell in aclover field... 
**shattered like giass.’’ 


As I read ‘‘If the Sun Dies,’’ 
it came to me very sharply how 
many of these and Freeman, and 
many of those well-known souls 
are no longer with us — Chaffee, 
and White, and Grissom, and 
Freeman, and others. You won- 
der if the price is worth it, 
even when you think about Chaf- 
fee, the flat, colorless man who 
didn’t really understand what it 
was he finally died for, And you 
think of it especially when you 
remember lreeman, the poet, 
shattered in the clover-field like 
glass, 

But, then, as Miss Fallaci 
says, the price will be paid: it 
is worth paying, She sums it all 
up as she talks with one of the 
astronauts after a rocket is 
launched into space: 

oo for one stupendous 
minute I had made my peace with 
men, I had realized that men 
are truly great . . . They’re 
still great when they substitute 
plastic grass for grass, and 
change urine into drinking water, 
and use wheels instead of iegs, 
and forget the green and the blue, 
they’re still great when they turn 
Paradise into Hell, whenthey kill 
the creatures they’ve given life 
to. And I was proud to be born 
among me instead of among trees 
or fishes ... For one minute, it 
seemed as if I saw mengambling 
with God!”’

# A RUSSIAN YVES 








B ST. LAURENT ? 


By TWILA DRUMM 


The quest for beauty in fashion zooms ahead for ’68! It's March 
and spring fashions are blooming for SSC coeds ,.. and we want 
to let you in ona little secret... what’s happening on the international 
couture scene ... in all places, the Soviet Union. 

Vyacheslay Zaitsev a sort of Russian Yves St. Laurent, 
who is looking into the future of dressing the elegant Soviet miss, 
designs for the USSK Fashion House. 

Young Zaitsev (among other Moscow Fashion House designers) 
base their collections primarily on folk motifs. Boris Korolev has 
reported in Soviet Life that the group of designers combine autumn- 
winter wear like modernized knitted stoles and motley -knitted stockings 
(which over the centuries, protected Russian ‘‘grannies’’ from 
rheumatism). 

Zaitsev believes that the folklore motif is no passing faney but 
will dominate styles, in Europe too, for the next 10 years. Now it 
plays an unassuming decorative role, Earlier it was limited to the 
half-hearted use of embroidery and goffered lace. 

“His revolutionary innovations have chopped nicks in each of the 
three pillars of dress — cut, silhouette and color. Only a few years ago 
Zaitsev’s excursions into old folk costumes didn’t take a lot of 
geography — they were most confined to Centraland Northern Kussia. 

Zaitsev’s designs were exhibited at the Montreal! world exhibition 
last April through October. He borrowed Ukrainian and Byelo-russian 
motifs too. 

The full autumn-winter, spring-summer collection, were cut from 
fabric suggested by folk motifs like traditional chintzes, Russian 
printed cottons and linens. 

Natural Central Asian silks and light Caucasian cloths were well 
represented too which illustrates that the young Soviet designer 
is drawing upon nearly all Soviet republics for his creations, 

He said that ‘‘working for women who want to put on comorrow 
the dress you style today cramps action, since the designer has to 
keep in mind the possibilities of the textile and garment industry. 
Working on the world exhibitin collection, I could let my imagination 
run riot.’’ 

‘‘However, even with his head in the clouds,”’ the Russian reporter 
explained, ‘‘Zaitsev has both his feet planted firmly on the ground.” 

He is mostly preoccupied with silhouette — in which field he has 
three interesting innovations: the ‘‘chess-pawn’’ silhouette which 
makes every miss a queen, the ‘‘two triangles’ scheme that is kind 
of daring and the ‘‘Russian icon.” 

The Russian reporter said he couldn’t describe them, they really 
have to be seen. He can only promise that as soon as Zaitsev gets his 
ideas set, he will reveal them himself. 

As for Yves St, Laurent, Zaitsev thinks he is ‘*fantastically intere st- 

Although his feeling is that St. Laurent’s motley geometric figures 
give the wearer the look of a circus clown or a court jester!

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SCTA President Lashes 
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Reagan Education Cuts 


‘Governor Reagan’s budget 
cuts for higher education must 
be rejected by the Legislature,’’ 
stressed Jerry Bacon, president 
of the Student California 
Teachers Assocation, 


‘The Administration's pro- 
posais will drastically reduce 
the quality of education in Cali- 
fornia, After two years of fi- 
nancial and political attacks, it 
is obvious that the University 
and the State Colleges are in 
serious trouble This statement 
by Bacon thrusts SCTA back into 
the battles centering around 
California's higher education 
system, 


SCTA, a statewide organiza- 
tion with over 60 campus chap- 
ters, maintains that the budyet 
reductions for the state colleges 
and University of California are 
unreasonably severe and must 
necessarily result in 4 decline 
in the quality of education. 

“Those of us who plan to 
make teaching our career are 
especially troubled by the at- 
tacks on the education system,”’ 


Bacon continued, ‘‘If such ac- 
tions continue, people who had 
planned to teach in California 
may have to look for positions 
elsewhere, We have no reason 
not to believe that the next tar- 
gets might very well be the 
junior colleges and then the 
secondary and elementary 
schools,"’ 


hey items mentioned were 
cutbacks in building funds and 
in requested saiary increases 
for state college professors. Al- 
so, adverse long range affects 
are certain because of the elimi- 
nation of funds for program im- 
provements, such as $4 million 
to replace worn out equiment. 


“California's outstanding 
system of higher education is be - 
ing rapidly and systematically 
destroyed,’’ Lacon added, ‘‘Con- 
cerned citizens, whether involved 
in the education system or not, 
must unite to preserve the great 
University and State Colleges, 
SCTA is going to continue to do 
its part; we ask only that others 
join with us,”

SSC’s College Honors Pro- 
gram is alive and well in the 
temporaries.

The Honors Program has been 
in existance for eight years, 
and under the direction of Dr. 
R, Stephen Polkinghorn for five 
years.

‘*Personne] Management,’’ is 
not only used in 270 colleges in 
the United States, but is market- 
ed in Europe through the Edward 
Arnold Publishing Company in 
London and in South America 
through a firm in Mexico, The 
United States Armed Forces 
Institute has bought 10,000 books 
for use in classes offered to 
service men abroad, 

Both Chruden and Sherman, 
who have served in industry in 
supervisory and management de- 
velopment programs, fee} the 
basic philosophy of writing a 
text consists of making it accept- 
able and understandable. 

A book which does nothing 
but express the author’s individ- 
ual views, is unbalanced and 
does not give an objective ac- 
court of the course, Descriptive 
and encyclopedic treatment 
should be avoided. 

Chruden and Sherman also 
have some advice for anyone 
considering writing a text be pre- 
pared for a lot of hard work, The 
first edition required four years 
and was rewritten five times. 

It is not necessary to be a 
business major or minor to bene- 
fit from the course as witnessed 
by the fact that 20% of the stu- 
dents that take the course here 
at SSC, are from other depart- 
ments, 

When professors from a well 
known school such as Harvard 
write a book, the school’s repu- 
tation helps the professors get 
established. However, when a 
book is published by professors 
from a school which is still 
growing as SSC is, the book helps 
build the school’s reputation, 

All five editions of the two 
books were published by the 
South-Western Publishing Com- 
pany in Cincinnati, Ohio.

Students 
15 years of age or over, who want 
to help with the ‘‘ Neighborhood 
Study Center’’ program, or one 
of the other agencies needing 
volunteer assistance, have about 
75 non-profit health, welfare, 
educational, and cultural agen- 
cies to choose from. 

These agencies will accept 
whatever time the student can 
give—a morning; an afternoon; 
an evening; once a week; now 
and then, 

The students will learn new 
skills and gain work experience. 
They will explore career inter- 
ests and make new friends. They 
will help children who desper- 
ately need help with their studies; 
who desperately need under- 
Standing. 

Students can work in libraries, 
day camps, museums, hospitals, 
playgrounds, nurseries, offices, 
recreation centers and neighbor- 
hood study centers. 

The student volunteer can 
work with children and adults; 
be a friendly visitor; give infor- 
mation; use your hobbies for 
others, assist recreation pro- 
gram; drive handicapped; write 
publicity; instruct in art, crafts, 
and music; do photography. open 
and sort mail; tutor; work with 
senior citizens; act as a recep- 
tionists; befriend the mentalls 
ill; fold, stuff and stamp eve- 
lopes; type and file; and answer 
the phone.

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Library Reclassification Completed

In June of 1964, the admini- 
stration of the Sacramento State 
College library began a major re- 
classification  piroject which 
would transfer each of the li- 
brary’s 260,000 books from the 
present Dewey Decimal System to 
the new Library of Congress 
Classification, 

Estimated at a cost of $70,000, 
the project got under way with 
the employment of a temporary 
staff of seven women, only one 
of whom had any previous library 
experience. 

Headed by Marie King, they 
began the first step of a difficult

and time-consuming job which in- 
volved not only locating the pre- 
scribed Library of Congress call 
number for each volume, but 
typing and applying a label to 
each book, readjusting the whole 
card catalogue to the new clas- 
sification, and finally, reshelving 
each book which now, under the 
new system, might very well be 
placed in an entirely different 
section in the library. 

The staff included Sherry 
Bradley, Roberta Chaffee, Karen 
Kendall, Melba Mingle, Eileen 
Starns and Pat Stephens. 

So successful were they in 
their project that the services of 
the seven women have been re- 
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quested by other libraries wish- 
ing to undergo similar reclassi- 
fications, This will be impos- 
sible, however, as six of the seven 
have been added tothe permanent 
library staff here. 


The crew worked at a rate of 
reaching an average of 1600 books 
a week, and the group was able 
by using its streamlined system, 
to reclassify 150,000 tomes in 
sixteen months; a project, which 
under the usual reclassification 
method, would have takenat least 
fifteen years, By having each 
new labe! ready for its corres- 
ponding book when it was brought 
to the workroom, Mrs. King and 
her staff were able to reclassify 
the volume and replace it so 
that it was not off the shelf more 
than a day at a time. 


The essential reason for the 
“~hange in classification, ac- 
cording to Gordon P, Martin, 
college librarian, was the ease 
with which the Library of Con- 
gress scheme accommodates 
the new areas of knowledge which 
are opening constantly. 


‘*The new system is ultimately 
a better service to students and 
faculty,’’ commended Martin, 
‘‘because it provides a better 
grouping of materials on the 
shelves. The studem will be 
more inclined to find all the 
materia! concerning a subjectin 
the same area,”’ 


The project is now completed, 
and all books in the library have 
been reclassifiee’ under the new 
system except those in the Ju- 
venile section, These will remain 
under the Dewey Decimal System, 

About half of the State Col- 
lege campuses in California now 
employ the Library of Congress 
system and three are presently 
involved in a reclassification 
project.

Overambition has ruined many 
a promising motion picture, and 
the fact that it doesn’t completely 
ruin ‘‘Bonnie and Clyde” is the 


best measure of the film’s 
quality. For ‘Bonnie and Clyde” 
is always interesting, occa- 


sionally exiciting, even though it 
is, in the long run, a failure. 
Never, on any of the levels on 
which it tells its story—gangster 
film spoof, indictment of Amer- 
ica’s penchant for violence, por- 
trait of the Depression temper— 
never on any of these levels does 
it quite manage to gel. 


Director Arthur (“The Mir- 
acle Worker’’) Penn is to blame 
for this. Py setting himself too 
many symbolic interpretations 
he has been unable to devote 
sufficient attention to any of 
them. In a less competent direc- 
tor this would be disastrous, 
but in Penn it is merely unfor- 
tunate. What he gives us is a 
seriocomic portrait of Clyde 
Barrow and Bonnie Parker as a 
sort of gun-toting Mike Nichols 
and Elaine May, with some scenes 
of infectious humor and others 
of undeniable beauty. Bonnie’s 
reunion with her family is a 
scene of lyrical, delicate tender-~ 
ness whichcontrasts sharply with 
the film’s electrifying violence. 

The violence itself is ‘‘Bonnie 
and Clyde’s’’? most memorable 
ingredient, and stands among the 
most horrifwing footage ever 
created for a motion picture. The 
scenes explode at the audience, 
saying ‘‘All right, America, you 
want to see people die, then 
look—-but you can’t just watch 
them die; you'll have to watch 
them bleed and scream and panic 
you’ll have to watch bits of them 
fly through the bullet- ridden air, 


cy 


see what death really looks like,” 
The justly famous climax of it all 
is the ambush of Bonnie and 
Clyde, a 45-second orgasm of 
blood and bleeding, death and 
dying that leaves the spectator 
exhausted and sickened. Consid- 
ering the effect of these scenes, 
the reviewer is almost tempted 
to overlook the pictures short- 
comings. 

The acting is uniformly 
competent. Faye Dunaway and 
Warren Beatty, in the title roles 
exude the sort of cinematic sexi - 
ness that makes real dramatic 
talent unnecessary and even ob- 
trusive. Michael J. Vollard is his 
usual childish supercute self, and 
will alienate as many as he con- 
vinces, but more than once he 
comes off extremely well — 
notably in the theatre scene, when 
he doesn’t say aword. The couple 
playing Clyde’s brother and 
sister-in-law (whose names I 
can’t recall) successfully walk 
the thin edge between southern 
comfort and cornpone phoniness. 
Most remarkable of all is Denver 
Pyle as Frank Hamer, the Texas 
Ranger. With only two major 
scenes and a handful of lines he 
creates acharacter of malevolent 
determination not easily ignored. 

For all it’s weaknesses—an 
episodic, vacillating script, some 
self-consciously arty camera- 
work in the opening scenes, and 
a tendency to inexcusably glam- 
orize its sordid subjects — 
“Bonnie and Clyde’’ is still one 
of the finest gangster films of 
the last ten years and one of 
the best American films of this 
year. Such a pity that with just 
a little more work it just might 
have become one of the greatest 
films of all time. 
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
